I confefs, if War could, as it is the A& 
and Deed of Princes and their Armies, be 
confin’d to them, and thofe that voluntari- 
ly embark in their Quarrels, it would be 
lefs a Plague to the World for what has 
the innocent Subjeéts to do in it? What 
Concern has the Merchant in the Rup- 
tures on either hand? And why might not 
War be begun and carryed on without ruin- 
ing Trade, without interrupting the geng- 
ral Commerce of Nations, and without a 
Civil War in Negoce ? 

There feems to me to be Dangers enough 
attending our merchandizing Affairs, acu 
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out this Addition of deftru&ive Methods 
to affift in Men’s Ruin ; the Navigation 
only have fuch a Complication of Cafual- 
tics continually attending it, that methiaks 
the Merchant fhouk fied nothing to tear 
at Sea, but Winds, Waves, Rocks, Sands, 
and Lee-fhores. Thefe have Terrors enough 
attending them, and {afficient to make 
Trade a Lottery, full ot. Blanks, in which 
ten Men may milcarry, to one that fuc- 
ceeds sais . 

Nor can I fee any Difiic..ty, or indeed 
any Reafon, why a geovral Com:merce 
might nefehave been open to all the Worl 
notwithTan@ing che not furious Jars. 
am fure, it has been infirtely this Natiga 
Damage, thet it ha: bee otherwife here 
with Refpeét to France. . 

But Providence and the fatal Laws of 
War have for our Punifh ent determin d 
it otherwife, ard we are now fo violently 
embark’t in the commoa Methetts of De- 
Grugiion, that-even in Death it {elf we 
wil rol) ong anpther, and Men of Trade 
themfelves put it forward by farnifhing 
out Fleets of Pyrates and Pickeroons, to 
gob, plunder and defiroy one another ; a 
Cuftom unacccrintable and unjuRifiable in 
the Nature of the thing, and by- all the 
Laws of ‘Honefty and Conftience in the 
World; deriving its Authority in Cuftom, 
begun. vpon, the ussiriftian Rrinciples of 
Covetouinefs, and D-fire vo enjoy the 
Goods of their Nei," bours, tho’ "y Force 
and Rapine, or Revenge and Reprizal, for 
Injuries futfer’d by the fame Violence.
